CONFERENCE MINU TES. 


Minutes of the first Geral Conference, which 
was ever held by the Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints, in the House of the Lord in 
the City of Joseph, commencing on Monday 

Oclober 6th 1845, ten o'clock forenoon. 

Present— Eider Brigham Young President of 
the Quorum of the Twelve Aposties; also El- 
ders Heber C. Kimball, Parley P. Pratt, Wil- 
lard Richards, John Taylor, George A.Smith, 
and Amasa Lyman: Patviarchs John Smith and 
Isanc Morley: Presiding Bishops Newel K. 
Whitney and George Miller: aleo the authori- 
ties of the church generally. ) 

The conference was opened with ringing by 
the choir, and prayer by Elder P. P. Pratt.— 
Elder Richards then arose and read over some 
notices concerning lost property, concerte, &c- 
Ile then stated, that the President had waited 
from half past nine to near eleven o’clock, for 
the people to get together; he exhorted the 
brethren to be more punctual, as so much time 
lost could not be recalled, and we have a great 
amount of businese, which must necessarily be 
attended to during conference. He next sta- 
tec that General Liardin had requested us to 
make out a list of all the buildings belonging 
to our brethren which had been burned by our 
enemies, and also had requested that all those 
who have had their buildings or other property 
destroyed should make affidavit of the same 
before a Justice of the Peace, and have their 
affidavits ready to be forwarded to him at as 
early a season as possible. 

President Brigham Young then arose and 
eaid; the first business that will come before 
this conference, will be, io present the author- 
ities of the church, to ascertain whether they 
are in good standing. 

Father John Smith, the President of the 
stake, then arose and presented the Twelve as 
the Presidents of the whole church; which was 
seconded and carried unanimously. 

It was then moved, that Brigham Young be 
continued and sustained as the President of 
the Quorum of the Twelve Apostles; seconded 
and carried

Whereupon Elder Pratt 
arose and said, I have on objection tu Brother 
William continuing in that office. I feel, as 
an individual, that I cannot, conscieutious.y, 
uphold and sustain Brother William as one of 
the Twelve Apostles, until he thinks differ- 
ent from what he does now. I have many rea- 
sons for thie, but I will merely mention one or 
two, which must eoffice for the present. In 
the first place, I have proof positive that he is 
an aspiring man; that he aspires to uproot and 
undermine the legal Presidency of the church, 
that he may occupy the place himeelf. Thie 
he has avowed openly in the east, which I can 
prove by good aud substantial witnesses. In 
the second place, while Brother William was 
in the east, to my certain knowledge, his doc- 
trine and conduct have not had a savory inflo- 
ence; but have produced death and destruction 
wherever he went. This aleo I am well pre- 
pated to prove. I have been waiting in al! 
long suffering, for an alteration in Brotker Wil- 
liam’s course, but up to the present time, I 
have been disappointed. For these two rea- 
sone, I would plead for one, that we no longer 
susta:n him ia his office, till a proper investiga- 
tion can be had, aud he make satisfaction. I 
do thie individually; I leave others to do as they 
please. The motion being seconded, a vote 
waa then taken to sustain him, but was lost 
unanimously.

in hie favor. My reason is thie: if there ie a 
couheil inthis church that ought to be united, 
and act in unison as one man, it ie the council 
of the Twelve. If the hend is sick, the whole 
body ts offlicted. If] am rightly informed con- 
cersifg Brother Wiphus cunduct, for the past 
year, he has not acted in unſeon with the 
Twelve, nor according to their ecunse/, The 
lost year has been one of affliction, persecution 
and sorrow, when the adversary has continus!ly 
sought to destroy and mutilate the church; si 
it has required alt the faith, prayers and perse- 
verance of the leadets; to save this people from 
the grasp of the destroyer. If the counsel of 
Brother Wight had been followed, this Temple 
would not have been built, nor the Baptismal 
Font erected. He has sought to draw away a 
part of the force, whieh we ought to bave had 
to build this Temple. His teachings have been 
contrary to the counsel of the church, and his 
conduct calculated to destroy it. Under eir- 
cunretanées of thie’ kind, I cannot conscien- 
tiously vote to continue him in his standing, 
until be retracts, and makes sa:sfaction. Bro- 
ther Wight’s course has been caleulated to di- 
vide the ehurvh, end prevent those things being 
accomplished, which were commanded of God 
by the prophet Joseph. 

Elder Kimball arose and snid—Tt is well 
known, that Brother Wight’s case was had be 
fore the conference last fall, and that he wur 
dropt, and then again retained; that is, that 
we would let him de, and see what he woold 
do, and what.course*hée would take, He has 
heen uwey ever since; and is with a smal! con- 
pany somewhere; we cannot tell what he ia do- 
ing; he may, in his own mind, be acting in 
concert with the rest, and he may be acting 
for the good of this people. It wonld be my 
mine, to let ts cso lay over for the present. 
until we ‘can leorn something from him.—

But I feel 
to thank the Lord, for we have been helped— 
and we are getting along pretty well. But I 
think elders that ate sent to preach where they 
have to acquire the language firet, should be 
young men, for they generally learn easier than 
those that are past the meridian of liſe. I think 
that if I ever again get where I can travel aod 
preach in the Enxlisb language, 1 ehall know 
how to prize such privileges.

Voted that six vounsellors should speak upon 
the subject. 

The council then proceeded to try the 
tion, whether disobedienee to the word of wis- 
dom was u trausgression sufficient to deprive 
an official member from holding an office in the 
church, after having i sufficiently taught him? | 

Counsellors, Samuel H. Smith, Lake John- 
son, John 8. Carter, Sylvester Smith, Joho 
Johnson, and Orson Hyde, were called to epeak 
upon the case then before the council. After 
the conneellors had spoken, the president pro- 
ceeded to give a decision: 

That no official member in this church ie 
worthy to hold an office, after having the worde 
of wiedom properly taughi to him, and he the
